On April 1st, 1906, the headquarters of the Mounted Police 
were changed from Socorro, N. M., to Santa Fe where they 
now are. ' 

Considerable property has been returned to its rightful 
owners by members of this force consisting mostly of stock. 
The men have at all times been anxious to do the work allotted 
them and have undoubtedly been a great factor in preserving 
the peace and enforcing the laws of the Territory. The pay 
of the men has not been adequate when it is considered that 
the cost of living has increased steadily for the last two years 
and it is respectfully recommended that the men be granted 
increased compensation. As will be seen by this report 
there are some counties in the Territory where the opera- 
tions and work of the Mounted Police have not extended, 


notably the Counties of Eddy, Roosevelt, Union, Mora, Taos. 


and Rio Arriba. 

The force as you well know consists of eleven men includ- 
ing officers and as there are twenty-five counties in the Terri- 
tory itcan readily be seen that it is impossible with the 
above limited force to police the entire Territory. 

I respectfully recommend that additional men be provided, 
and I also recommend that provision be made for clerk hire 
at the headquarters of the organization. 

By a study of the history of the Texas Rangers and the 
Arizona Rangers it will seen that the New Mexico Mounted 
Police have met with the same difficulties for the first two 
years of its existence that the older organizations have met 
with. In my judgment there should be no members of the 
Mount Police stationed at county seats as the work and duty 
of enforcing the law is properly that of the sheriffs at such 
points. 

The Territory of New Mexico is bounded on the west by 
Arizona, long a heaven for bad men, on thé east and south by 
Texas and the Republic of Mexico, sections of the United 
States sparsely settled, whose people can in the nature of 
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things receive little protection from the local officers, and to 
this is attributed, in my judgment, the fact that we receive 
so many fugitives from justice from those sections. 

If it would be possible to arrive at the per capita cost for 
the conviction of criminals in this Territory, I believe it could 
be easily shown that the money expended for the New Mex- 
ico Mounted Police has been productive of greater results 
than if the same had been expended by county ofiicials. 

The total cost of the maintainance of the New Mexico 
Mounted Police has been on the average of $1,100.00 per 
month for the past twenty-one one months. This would 
appear at first glance as a new charge to the taxpayers of the 
territory, when in reality a large portion of this money would 
have been paid by the counties to their local officers had the 
Mounted Police not been in existence. 

The law creating the Mounted Police should in my judg- 
ment be changed in the following respects: Enlistments 
should be made for a longer period than now specified by 
law, namely, one year; the number of men should be increased; 
an increase of pay of the men should be provided for, and one 
additional sergeant should be provided for. 

The work of the men speaks for itself and I have no doubt 
that a calm survey of their operations for the past twenty- 
one months will result in liberal treatment by the Honorable 
Legislature of this Territory. I have the honor to be,
